The  abovo  cut  represents  our  Adjustabk  Window  Screen,  which 
can  be  readily  fitted  to  different  sized  windows.  It  is  a  model  of 
simplicity,  etrecgth,  durability  and  convenience.  The  frames  are 
constructed  entiit^ly  of  hardwood,  and  finished  in  oil.  To  put  it  in 
place  raise  the  window  and  adjust  tb<^  screen,  being  careful  to  have 
the  screw,  in  the  slot  of  frame  on  t>  inside  and  top,  then  let  the 
window  rest  on  top  of  frame.
